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TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Lisbon, in the county 
of Grafton and state of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


Article 1. To choose al! necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Budget Act. 


Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
to make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
special committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


Art. 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repair of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to issue druggists’ permits to any druggist 
who is a registered pharmacist doing business in Lisbon 
to sell liquor for medicinal use upon a prescription under 
the provisions of Chapter 51, Section 1, of the laws of 
1929.

Art. 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addi- 
tion to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to discount all 
taxes paid on or before such time as the town may vote. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to light the 
streets of Lisbon Village District all night during the 
entire year. Sugar Hill from the dwelling of H. J. Field 
to Hotel Lookoff, from the Baptist church through 
Lovers’ Lane to the Franconia line, from Goodnow school 
house to the Homestead, and from the Lisbon and Fran- 
conia town line to the dwelling of Joseph Pelletier, Sugar 
Hill and the vicinity to be lighted the entire year until 
midnight, and from 5 a. m. until daylight, excepting 
the lights from the Homestead to Hotel Lookoff for six 
months of the year, all the above premises to be lighted 
by electricity, and to raise and appropriate the neces- 
sary money for the same. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money to properly observe Old Home Day. 

Art. 12. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing Asso- 
ciation. 

Art. 13. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and’ ap- 
propriate $400.00 to repair the road from Veitor’s to 
Arthur Hamilton’s place. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will accept state aid for 
construction of the Class II road known as Lyman road, 
and raise and appropriate or set aside for said purpose 
the sum of $38,274.00; or will accept state aid for con- 
struction of Class V roads, and raise and appropriate or 
set aside for said purpose the sum of $879.79. 
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‘Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads, and, if so, to raise and appropriate the nec- 
essary money for the same. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil the roads from the corner of the Home- 
stead on Sugar Hill, past the Sunset Hill House to Hotel 
Lookoff, the road leading to Peckett’s from the inter- 
section with the Franconia road past the Veitor cottage 
to the Baptist church, and the Bishop road to the Ammo- 
noosuc, and to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $5,000 for the bond due this year, and interest. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the road known as the Weston road. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to sell and deed the gravel bank on the Pear] 
lake road, known as the Harley Bronson bank. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to construct and 
repair cement and other sidewalks at Sugar Hill, and 
raise and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to restore the 
cemeteries at Salmon Hole and Streeter district under 
the supervision of the selectmen, and raise and appro- 
priate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to adjust, compromise and settle any interest 
the town may have arising out of tax sales or liens on 
any real estate acquired by the town, whether same has 
been deeded to the town or not, and to execute any 
necessary papers relating thereto, including deeds and 
releases. 
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Art. 24. Toseeif the town will vote to heat the 
Town Hall for basketball practice, and raise and appro- 
priate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to carry Acci- 
dent Compensation insurance, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 26. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300.00 to aid in the construction 
and maintenance of a community skating rink for use 
during the winter season of 1935-1986, the money, if 
raised, to be expended by a committee of three appoint- 
ed by the moderator. 


Art. 27. To see how much money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 28. To seeif the town will vote to purchase a 
portable boiler for the purpose of thawing out culverts, 
and raise and appropriate the necessary money for the 
same. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums as they deem necessary, 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 30. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

From Feb. 1, 1984 to Dec. 31, 1934, $6,127.07 was ex- © 
pended on Town cases and $6,617.62 on County cases in 
Lisbon. The aid covered 107 families and 349 individu- 
als. Of the above amounts the Federal Government 
paid 25 percent, the State of New Hampshire 50 percent, 
and the Town or County 25 percent. During the month 
of January, 1935, the Town Poor bill was $782.56 and 
the County $877.62. These amounts were paid 100 per- 
cent by the respective subdivisions, as the New Hamp- 
shire Relief Administration ceased to function after 
Dec. 31, 1934. 

The average cost for the year was $134.63 per family 
and $41.28 per individual. 

Assuming that the State will pay 50 percent of 
the Lisbon Direct Relief bills during this year, our 
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appropriation should be $3,500, or $500 more than was 
raised in 1934. 

If any taxpayer is interested in securing specific de- 
tails on any case, the records of the overseer are always 
open for inspection on application to the board of select- 
men. 


FEDERAL SURPLUS COMMODITIES 


Approximately 100 families are still receiving Federal 
surplus foods twice a month, which are delivered direct 
from Lebanon by truck. There have been delivered to 
needy persons in Lisbon 168 comforters, 32 mattresses, 
111 sheets, 82 pillow cases, and 268 towels. None of 
these materials were backcharged to the Town or 
County.
